Supreme Court.
In the matter of the Estate of Naknopn, de-

ceased, widow of Puhalahua, deceased.
This was a case that came up on appeal

from the decision of the Hon. EHsha H. Al-

len, sitting as a Court of Probate.
Kcahi filed a petition in the Probate Court,

praying for letters of administration on the
estate of Xakuopu, who he alleges, died in-

testate. The property Is large, consisting
mostly of valuable real estate, lying in Hon-

olulu, and the several islands. Xakuopudied
without issue, aad left only a few remote col-

lateral heirs. There were several claimants,
who were til represented by counsel, in the
Probate Court. Among these was Kaanan-p- a,

who claimed to be the adopted daughter
of Xakuonu. and Puhalahua, her husband.
according to the undent usage and custom of
Hawaii, before the enactment of any written
laws on the subject of adoption.

The testimony of some seven witnesses
was taken on part of the claimant, and sev-
eral on part of respondents. On the Sua!
hearinr? of the case, the Chief Justice decided
adversely to the claimant, whereupon, she ap-

pealed to the Supreme Court, claiming a jury,
under the Act of 1S61. After the appeal was
tak. W. C. Jones was engaged to take
charge of the case, and the issue was made
on a motion under that act, and a rale of the
Supreme Court, as to whether the claimant
ana appellant, Kaauaupa, was the adopted
dauchterof Xakuopn, deceased, and her hus-
band, Puhalahua, deceased, according to the
custom and csace of this kingdom, prior to
the existence of "any written law on the sub-
ject. Tbe jury was empauneUed and swom
to try that issue. Tbe testimony was volum-
inous, and was listened to with great atten-
tion by the jury.

S. M. the historian, was sworn,
and testiSed to the ancient usage and custom
of Hawaii, as to the adoption of children.
He specified two classes, but stated that their
rights of Inheritance were the same. The
parents, ic their life time, usually made a
verbal will; but when this was not the case,
the property was equally divided amonsr the
children, whether natural or adopted. That
the risht of the common people to Inherit,
extended to the personal property and to the
taro patches, or interest in land, subject to
the feudal chief.

Hewahewa, a very old witness, was sworn:
He gave an intelligent detail of the ancient
usage and custom relative to adoption, and
fullr concurred in the statement of the first
witness. He also stated that he knew the
parents of Kaauaupa; ber father was Eaahu-raac-

aad ber mother AiHni; thai Kaauaupa
was born In 1S27. and that be heard from ber
mother, Ailinl, in 1S3, that she had been
given to Puhalahua and Xakuopu, and adopt-
ed by them; that he was absent on Hawaii,
some years, but that on his return in 1S45, he
found Kaauaupa living with her adopted pa-

rents, and that she lived with them up to the
time of tbe death of Puhalahua, and then
with Xtknopu, till her death; that he had
frequently understood from Puhalahua and
his wife, that she was adopted.

Humea was a witness, who testified as to
the birth and parentare of Kaauaupa; that
she had been raised by Puhalahua and Xakn-op- u,

his wife, and lived with them tin they
died; that he had heard tbe parents of Kaau-
aupa declare that they bad given her to

and Nakuopa for adoption.
Kekukahiko was sworn, and testified as to

the birth and parentage of Kaauaupa.- - Her
father was Kaahamanu, and ber mother was
AUina; Kaauaupa was born in 1537; during
the sandal-woo- d expedition in lr57orlS2S,
was present when Kaahamanu and Ailina, the
parents of Knutnpi, gave her to Puholahua
and Nakuopc and witness Informed the King
of the fact; that Ktitiarmi lived with ber
adopted parents sntH tieir death; had

heard her recojreined by them as their
adopted child.

Kapuu testified that he knew the birth
and parentage of Kaauaupa, and was present
when she was given by ber parents to Puha-
lahua and Xakuora; that he was a hired
man and lived in the boase for many years;
that Kaauaupa lived with them as their child,

and that she was given in marriage by tbem ;
that he had heard the adoption frequently
recognized bv both the natural and adopted
parents, she lived with rubalalua ana

till thev died.
Kuaana, Sure that she knows the claimant

Kaauaupa, that she was married to Kckahili,
her son ; that Pnhalohua and Kakuopa came
to her and said they wanted her son to mar-
ry their daughteT'Kaanacpa; she said we
iave come to get your son to marry our
daughter, she cave" her consent aad they
were married. "Kaauaupa and husband lived
with rubalib.ua and Xaknopu till they died.
Claimant was treated and cared for as a
child.

J. Moanauli testified that be lived in the
next yard to decedents Puhalahua and a

three years, beginning In 1SW; that
be saw claimant living "with them; heard
that Puhalahua and Nakuopn was ber adopt-
ed parents (makuahanal) ; heard this both
from Pnhalahna and Kaahamanu. Kaauau-
pa lived with them till their death.

Kohihi testified that she knew the claim-
ant; that she, the witness, lived with Poha-lahu- a

and Xakuopn from the year 1SG6 till
their death: that claimant, Kaauaupa, also
lived with them, fed Puhalahua and adminis-
tered medicine to him; after bis death she
lived withXaknopn; administered medidoe
to ber and was present at her death ; Kakn-op- u

told the witness that the claimant, Kaau-
aupa, was her daughter "hekaikamahine;"
she would not send her daughter on errands.
"That was my business I was a servanL"

Tbe claimant here concluded her testimo-
ny, and defendant read the testimony of P.
Kaaoa. Which was to the effect that he
knew the parents of Kaauaupa; Kaahumaau
was ber lather, HUina her mother; knew
nothing oi the adoption frequently visited
the house of Puhalahua and Caknopu, some-
times saw claimant there.

He also stated the law of adoption to be
that when chiefs took the children of chiefs,
they adopted them for good; but that when
they took the children of common people,
they onlv took them temporarily to raise
them. That Kaahuntanu, the fatber of Ka-
auaupa, was a chief, so was Puhalahua, but
Kaahumanu was a chief of higher grade than
Fohalahua, He also stated that when per-
sons died possessing property and heirs. In
the absence of a verbal will, they all inherit-
ed alike, both natural and adopted children.

Kaaihne, lived with Pnhalahna since 1S30,
was his socretarv ; claimant lived at her own
house in 1SSS. This witness generally swears
contrary to all the testimonyof the proceed-
ing witnesses. He stated that Kaauaupa w as
a relation, and that she tended Puhalahua In
15CS, when tick ; visited them at times on
account ef the relationship; after the death
of Puhalahua, lived withakuopu altogether
till her death.

Waitea knew the claimant since the Cali-
fornia excitement; lived with Puhalahua and
Xakuopa as one of their people; that the
claimant came there occasionally ; was there
a week before Xakuopu's death. This wit-
ness, like the last, generally swore directly to
the contrary of the claimant's interests.

One new" witness was introduced by the
respondents, and the testimony generally,
concurred with that of the last witness, and
was negative in its character.

The "Court charred the jury very impar-
tially, who retired, and returned a verdict in
favor of Kaauaupa, declaring that she was
the adopted daughter of Puhalahna and

Mr. Judd. for respondents, gave notice that
he would file a motion for a new trial.

Earl Grey moved to amend the preamble

Earl Granville opposed the proposition for

The Bishop of Oxlord regarded the ques-
tion of disestablishment as already fixed.
He thought, however, no portion of the
funds ought to be sccnlartxpa. Alter pro-
viding for the Church and religions necessi-
ties, other bodies ought to be sided.

The Marquis of Salisbury supported the
principles of concurrent endowment in a
long speech.

After a long discussion. Earl Gray with-
drew his opposition, and the consideration
of the preamble was postponed.

Earl Carsavan moved to fix 1S72 in place
of 1S71, as the date of disestablishment.
Much discussion ensued, and at length the
Lords divided. The amendment was carried

for, 133; against, 74, Clauses Sos. 2 to
12 Inclusive were agreed to without discus-
sion.

It is announced at
the Cuban headquarters by the authorities
that orders have been sent from Washington
to United States Marshals to make no more
arrests unless fuilv satisfied that they are
needed to prevent violations of the neutrality
laws.

Xew Toes, June 25. A Havana letter of
the lvtb says that on the 16th several anxious
despatches'came to Spain from Generals ia
the field that they wanted more men, aad
represented their force in danger. The
Spaniards at Puerto Principe, and on the
road to Neuvitas, have suffered heavily from
the rebel attacks. The correspondent sends
the following statement cf the forces In full :
The Government has 13,009 veterans and 27,-0-

volunteers, added to 10.G35 volunteers
garrisoning the principal cities, of which
9,200 are at Havana. The patriots have 36,-00-0

white and 19,000 negros, of which about
26,000 are well armed , This probably will
be increased some S.000 white and negroes
In a short time should they continue to
receive arms and ammunition from the
United States.

Two thou-
sand persons, old and young men, women
and children, were butchered.
